In these words the Apostle Paul is addressing his beloved 
brethren in the Philippian Church. You will-notice he calls 
them saints, that is, men and women who have been sepa- 
rated from sin unto God. Every Christian is a saint in the 


New Testament sense of the word. By faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ he has been made God’s personal and peculiar and 


particular possession. 

And then notice the proposition 
here., They are saints in Christ 
Jesus that are at Philippi. They 
had a life fa Christ. And they 
had a life at Philippi. They were 
living in two worlds. They were 
citizens of two countries. They 
had an interest in two widely- 
separated and totally-diverse 
realms. They were in Christ at 
Philippi. 

And that also is true of every 
Christian. If we have taken the 
Lord Jesus Christ as our own 
Saviour, we are in Christ. Our 
lives are hid with Him in God. But 
at the same time we are also at 


~gome particular place and related 


to some _ particular land. We 
Christians, for example, who are 
here this morning, are in Christ at 
Baltimore. We are God’s posses- 
sion and at the same time we be- 
long to the United States. We 


have a dual relationship; we are 


living in two worlds. We are 
citizens of two realms. The Lord 
Jesus hinted at that when the 
Herodians came and tempted Him 
saying, “Is it lawful 
tribute unto Caesar, or not?” But 
Jesus perceived their wickedness, 
and said, “Why make ye trial of 
me, ye hypocrites? Show me the 
tribute money.” And they brought 
unto Him a denarius. And he 
saith unto them, “Whose is this 
image and superscription?” And 
they say unto Him, “Caesar's.” 
Then saith He unto them, “Render 
unto Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s; and unto God the things 
that are God’s” (Matt. 22:16-21). 
They belonged to Caesar and 
owed an obligation to“him. And

they belonged to God and owed 
an obligation to Him. They were 
living in two worlds. 


Paul an Example of One 
Living in Two Worlds 
And Paul shows us that in his 
own experience. When he comes 
back to Jerusalem after many 
year’s absence, he is arrested by 
‘the Romans who are about to 
scourge him, and we read, “The 
chief captain commanded him to 
be brought into the castle, bidding 
that. he should be examined for 
scourging, that he might know 
for what cause they so shouted 
against him. And when they had 
tied him up with the thongs, Paul

if there be any manhood left in 
you; do not blame anybody. I 
know we begin to blame every- 
thing but. the real cause of the 
trouble and of the mischief. 


If I come to some of you men and 
ask why you are not a Christian 
whom would you blame? You 
know Christ’s claim is on you. 
You know He died for you, you 
know He demands your love and 
your service, and He wants you to 
be good and hate sin, He wants 
you to be delivered from it, for 
He died that He might make you 
good. How is it you are not as 
pure as the sunbeam, as sweet 
as the dewdrop, as lovely as the 
sun-kissed heights of the Alps, as 
enchanting as the air of a spring 
morning when wafted by an an- 
gel’s wing? Because God makes 
all these, and He can make you 
as beautiful. That is His purpose. 
Calvary means that, that God 
wants to make you as beautiful 
as He has made all nature and 
even the crown of it. How is it 
you are not like that? 


Do you say, ‘Well, sir, I had 
a bad start, and if you had had 
my bringing up you would have 
been as bad.” “My mother was 
wrong, my father was wrong,” a 
poor fellow said to me on Hud- 
dersfield) platform one winter's 
night waiting for the mail train. 
I had been preaching in Leeds. I 
got hold of this poor fellow and 
I talked to him. He was a com- 
mercial traveller, and he said, “It 
is no good to talk to me, sir; I am 
a drunkard,’ and he looked like 
one and smelt like one. He said, 
“The drink has got me by the 
throat, sir; no hope for me. My 
mother died of drink, my father 
died of drink; I was born with the 
devil in me.” 

“Well,” I said, “you can be 
born again, and this time with 
the devil out of you.” Jesus un- 
dertakes your case; He is a match 
for you. He is the friend of sin- 
ners, He is the Saviour of sin- 
ners. If you were perfect you 
would not need Him. *He comes 
te those who are bad, and it does 
not matter how bad you*are, le- 
sus Christ can grapple with your 
case; and though it may be diffi- 
cult, He can make you a new 
creature, for He is a mighty Sav- 
iour. Do not blame your parents, 
do not blame your environment, 
because if you lived in a palace 
without a new heart you would 
make the palace a slum. You do 
not cure a patient of smallpox 
by putting him into clean sheets; 
and if you put a pig in a parlour 


I know which will change the 
quickest. I know men who were 
converted and changed their resi- 
dence three times within a year, 
and each time into a better neigh- 
borhood and into a bigger house. 
What a man is inside he is out- 
side. He makes his own environ- 
ment, and sin did not begin in a 
slum, it began in a garden. 

Talk about a garden city: sure- 
ly if any man had a chance from 
his environment Adam had. Don’t 
blame .your environment if you 
are not a Christian; do not blame 
your mother, do not blame your 
father. You may have had a bad 
start but you will not be held re- 
sponsible for the start, you will 
be Held responsible for the finish. 
You will’ not be held responsible 
for what your parents did, but 
for what you did. 


Do not blame society, for you 
are a part of society, and if soci- 
ety is not right you be right and 
show society what you think it 
ought to be. 


Don’t blame the Church, be- 
cause most of you do. You say, 
“Find me a perfect Church, and 
I will join it.” Well, emigrate, 
go to some little South Sea island 
where there are no inhabitants 
and found a Church, and when you 
get there it will not be perfect 
five minutes. None of us are per- 
fect in the Church, and if you find 
me a perfect Church in this land 
I will have to stay out, for I am 
not perfect by any means, but I 
am trusting in a perfect Saviour. 
It is‘not what I am, but what He 
is.. I am not what I was; I know 
there is a difference. I am not 
what I want to be. Don’t blame- 
the Church. The Church is the 
place where men should come who 
want to learn to be better than 
they are, and who believe in the 
power of Almighty God to make 
them new creatures. 

Don’t blame the minister. Don’t 
blame us, for we are only human, 
and if you think we have not got 
religion you get it and show us 
what it ought to be, and if you 
can show us anything better than 
we have we will sit at your feet. 

Don’t blame the devil, for the 
devil can only tempt, he cannot 
make you“sin. No man sins till 
he consents. He can tempt but 
he cannot make. Listen. You 
are a man, and all these years of 
your manhood you have managed 
to resist God the Father, God in 
His holiness, God on His throne, 
God with all His power, with all 


His wisdom, with all His burning, | 


scorching purity. You have 


managed to resist Him, you have 
managed to resist the Son of His 
love, the sacrifice of His heart, 
the atonement of the Cross, the 
redeeming blood and _ pardoning 
blood. You have resisted that. 
You have resisted the Holy Ghost, — 
the Regenerator of the heart. You 
have resisted the Trinity success- 
fully, and when you want to, you 
will resist the devil by the same 
personal will-power. 


You can when you want to. Pray 
for the desire so that you will 
look yourself to-night square in 
the face, pull yourself up, pull 
you.'self round, face yourself, com- 
pel attention, demand _ thought. 
Whatever else you do, look your- 
self in the face, if you are not 
Christlike, an:] good, and holy, and 
say at this moment, if you are 
wicked, unclean, lying, crooked, 
bad-tempered, if that is your con- 
dition it is because you love to be 
so, and you are content with it. 
It is your own fault and not your 
neighhour’s, and not your master’s, 
and not your servant’s, and not 
the people about you, and not the 
Church, and not your father, and 
not God, and not His Son, and 
not the Spirit It is because you 
have got a heart that is deceitful 
above all things and desperately 
wicked That is the plain truth, 
and may God help you to see it. 


- God Demands Absolute 
Surrender 


Now if you read this history a 
little closer you wil] see what God... 
means when He says, ‘Slay utter- 
ly.” All the trouble, all the 
rejection, all the loss to Saul and 
the kingdom, all lay in that—he 
was not willing to slay to the 
death. No, he must spare the-best 
of the sheep and the best of the 
oxen. No harm in a few sheep, no 
harm in a few prize cattle—they 
are all right; put God said, “Slay, 
slay utterly.” 

And is not the same spirit eat- 
ing the life out of us, killing our 
power, and spoiling us all along 
the line for life and service be- 
cause we are not willing to obey? 
What did that request mean? “I 
know I ougnt to be saved,” said 
the writer »f one of the requests 
for prayer sent to me in a recent 
mission, “but ] am not willing to 
make the §Sacritice.” Then there 
will be no salvation till you do. 
You must slay to the death. If 
it is gambling—and it is with 
some of you--slay it. Would to 
God « had my way with drink and 
gambling, I would set fire to both. 
For the sake of generations unborn 
I would destroy it forever. There 
are some of you mothers who 
would not give up your drink to 
Save your children from becoming 
drunkards and your daughters 
harlots. There are some of you 
fathers who would not stop your 
gambling to prevent your boys 
from becoming assassins, but you 
will be held responsible at the 
judgment. day for children who 
are born of nalf-damned parents. 
They are scathing words, I know, 
but they are true. You may think 
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said unto the centurion that stood 
by, Is it lawful for you to scourge 
a man that is a Roman, and un- 
condemned? And when the cen- 
turion heard it, he went to the 
chief captain and told him, say- 
ing, What are thou about to do? 
for this man is a Roman. And 
the chief captain came and said 
unto kim, Tell me, art thou a 
Roman? And he said, Yea. And 
the chief captain answered, With 
a great sum obtained I this 


citizenship... And Paul said, But 
I am a Roman born” (Acts 22:24-; 
28). 

And yet, in writing to the 
Philippians, he warns them of 


false brethren who might come 
among them, 2nd describing them 
as those “whose end is perdition, 
whose god is the belly, and- whose 
glory is in their shame,” (Phil. 


3:19) says, “For our citizenship| thing or the other. 


is in heaven; whence also we wait 
for a Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ” (Phil. 3:20). He was a 
citizen of Rome, and he was a 
citizen of Heaven. He lived in 
two worlds. 

And so here. These Philippians 
were living in two worlds. They 
were saints in Christ Jesus at 
Philippi. 
upon earth, and they had a citizen- 
ship in Heaven. 

And, dear friends, because that 
is true of every Christian, we who 
are Christians must learn to live 
in these two worlds. We must 
know how to render unto Caesar 
the things that are Caesar’s: and 
to God, the things that are God’s. 
We must know how to live in 
For 
we are told in this book that we 
cannot live in these two worlds 
in the same way at the same time. 
Our Lord says, “Lay not up for 
yourselves treasures upon earth, 
where moth ard rust consume, and 
where thieves break through ar’ 
steal; but lay up for yourselves 
treasures in heaven, where neither 
moth nor rust doth consume, and 
where thieves do not break 
through nor steal: for where thy 
treasure is, there will thy heart 
be also The lamp of the body is 
the eye: if therefore thine eye be 
single, thy whole body shall be 
full of light. But if thine eye be 
evil, thy whole body shall be full 
of darkness. If therefore the light 
that is in thee be darkness, how 
great is the darkness! No man 
can serve two masters: for either 
he will hate the one, and love the 
other; or else he will hold to one, 
and despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon” (Matt. 
6:19-24). 

New I bid you to remember that 
the Lord Jesus said that. That 
admonition is so generally dis- 
believed and so constantly diso-

God and mammon. ‘You cannot 
live for this world and at. the 
same time live for the next, You 
canot lay up treasure upon earth 
and at the same time lay up 
treasure in Heaven. You live in 
two worlds, but you canot livé 
for two worlds. One or the other 
must dominate your thinking and 
rule your conduct and control your 
life. And the question this morn- 
ing is this. For which are you 
living? Up to this moment which 
world has received the. largest 
share of my interest, and of my 
energy, and of my life? 

Now that is no merely academic 
question. It touches the very 
center of our lives, and determines 
whether these lives shall be one 
For examf. 
the Apostle Paul gave the largest 
share of his life to the cultivation 
of his heavenly citizenship. He 
made tents for a living, and so 
shared in the toil of this world. 
But his main interest and concern 
was for the world above. And 
what was the result? Well, you 
see 1t as you study this epistle. 
And it will pay us to look at the 
epistle for a moment to see what 
the result was. 


In Poverty Paul Had Plenty 

The first thing we find is that 
in his poverty, he had plenty. He 
Says in- Philippians 4:10-13, “But 
I rejoice in the Lord greatly, that 
now at length -ye have revived 
your thought for me; wherein ye 
did indeed take thought, but ye 
lacked opportunity. Not that I 
speak in respect of want: for I 
have learned, in whatsoever state 
I am, therein to be content. I 
know how to be abased, and I 
know also how to abound: in 
everything and in all things have 
I learned the secret both to be 
filled and to be hungry, both to 
abound and te be in want. I can 
do all things in him that strenthen- 
eth me.” And again he writes 
(Phil. 4:15-18) “And ye yourselves 
also know, ye Philippians, 
in the beginning of the gospel, 
when I departed from Macedonia, 
no church had fellowship with me 
in the matter of giving and re- 
ceiving but ye only; for even in 
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Thessalonica ye sent once and 
again unto my need. Not that I 
seek for the gift; but I seek for 
the fruit that increaseth to your 
account, But I have’ all things, 
and abound: I am filled, having 
received from Epaphroditus the 
things that came from you, an 


odor of a sweet smell, a sacrifice 
accey table, well-pleasing to God.” 
In other words, he is saying,. “I 
have vienty. I have an abundance.” 
And why? Because he had re- 
ceived their Z1tt through Epaphro- 
ditus. 

And yet in Philippians 2:30 he 
says, ‘“‘Because for the work of 
Christ he came nigh unto death, 
hazarding his life to supply that 
which was lacking in your serv- 
ice toward me.” What can he 
mean? The truth was that their 
gift was too small, and Epaphro- 
ditus hazarded his life to make it 
larger, and yet Paul could say, 
“I have all things and abound, 
having received from Epaphrodi- 
tus the things that came from 
you.” And that’s the way the 
man lived. When he died he said 
to Timothy, “The cloak that I left 
at Troas with Carpus, bring them 
when thou comest, and the books, 
especially the parchments” (II 
Tim. 4:13) . The cloak and and 
the books and_ the parchments 
were in all probability all he ever 


posessed. But he had God, and 
God has all. 
And whoever has God has all, 


dear friends. To these very Phi- 


lippians, Paul writes, “And my 
God shall supply every need of 
yours according to his riches in 
glory in Christ Jesus’ (Phil. 4: 
19). In our poverty we may 
have plenty. Having nothing that 
the worl@ counts wealth, we may 
have the supply of our need 
moment by moment and day by 
day. One day someone said to 
Hudson Taylor, that great mis- 
sionary, “You live a_ hand-to- 
mouth existence.’”’ He said, “Yes, 
from God’s hand to my mouth!” 
In Bondage Paul Had 
Freedom 

Then, secondly, we learn that in 
his bondage he had freedom. This 
letter to the Philippians is often 
ealled his joy letter. Certainly it 
breathes joy on its every page. He 
writes, “I thank my God upon all 
my remembrance of you, always 
in every supplication .of mine on 
behalf of you all making my sup- 
plication with joy” (Phil. 1:3, 4). 
And again, “Yea and if I am of- 
fered upon the sacrifice and serv- 
ice of your faith, I joy and rejoice 
with you all” (Phil. 2:17). And 
again, “Rejoice in the Lord al- 
ways: again I will say, Rejoice” 
(Phil. 4:4). This surely was 
written by a happy man. And 


yet it was written in prison by a 
hand that was chained to a Ro- 
man soldier. In bondage he was 
free. 

You see it again in Acts 16:22- 
24 where we read, “And the mul- 
titude rose up together against 
them: and the magistrates rent 
their garments off them, and 
commanded to beat them with 
rods. And when they had laid 
many stripes upon them, they 
cast them into prison, charging 
the jailor to keep them safely: 
who, having received such a 
charge, cast them into the inner 
prison, and made their feet fast 
in the stocks.” They were bound 

safely and securely bound. Then 
we read (verse 25), “But about 
midnight Paul and Silas were 
praying and singing hymns unto 
God, and the prisoners were lis- 
tening to them.” Singing praises 
in prison! They were bound, but 
they were free. 

Annie Johnson Flint has writ- 
ten a poem called “The. Prisoners 
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~~ WHERE IS THE LORD GOD 


" 
. ; 


Yes, Elijah and D. L. Moody 
were both alike filled with the Holy 
Spirit, both were mighty in prayer.

In Death Paul Had Life 

Lastly, we find that not only 
in poverty did he have plenty and 
in his bondage he had freedom, 
but we see that in death he had 
life. He says in Philippians 1:23, 
“But I am in a strait betwixt two, 
having the desire to depart and 
be with Christ, for it is very far 
better.” And he said that not 
only here when it seemed that he 
would be saved from death.. He 
said it when he knew he wouldn't. 


“For I am already being offered, |- 


and the time of my departure is 
comé> I have fought the good 
fight, I have finished the course, 
I have kept the faith: henceforth 
there is laid up for me the crown 
of righteousness, which the Lord, 
the righteous judge, shall give to 
me at that day; and not to me 
only, but also to all them that 
have loved his appearing” (II Tim. 
4:6-8). Yes, in death he had life 
that was life indeed. 


Some months ago in a syndi- 
cate newspaper article Billy Rose 
told of eight of the richest men 
in America, gathered at_ the 
Edgewater Hotel in Chicago, in 
1923. “Collectively these tycoons 
controlled more wealth than there 
was in th® United States treas- 
ury” at that time, and the “‘news- 
papers and magazines were print- 
ing their success stories and urg- 
ing the youth of the nation to 
follow their example.” But twen- 
ty-five years later this was their 
state. One of these men lived on 
borrowed money the last five 
years of his life and died broke. 
One had’ died abroad insolvent. 
One was in Sing Sing prison. One 
had just been pardoned from 
prison and had died at home. 
Three had committed suicide. And 
the article concludes, “All these 
men had learned how to make 
money, but not one of them had 
learned how to live.” And be- 
cause they had not learned how to 
live, they didn’t know how to die. 

Paul knew how to die because 
he had learned how to live. The 
question is—“Have you and I 
learned this secret?” For which 
world are we living? If we have 
received Jesus Christ as our Sav- 
iour and possess this heavenly 
citizenship, may we learn to live 
more and more for the things that 
abide and are eternal.

and well-educated and _ trained 
pecple showing beyond any shadow 
of doubt that many times in for- 
eign countries, heathen countries, 


people are literally possessed with 
devils? The same thing is true 
now—and in civilized countries, 
too—I believe. Otherwise there 
would be no way to explain the 
wicxedness that happens. I think 
Hitler was demon possessed. I do 
not think that his was just ordi- 
nary wickedness, though he was 
a wicked maa. I think he was 
possessed of devils and driven on 
to do wicked things by his wicked 
nature in the hands of evil spirits. 

‘I read in the paper this morn- 
ing* about a thirteen-year-old girl 
who had drowned a seven-year-old 
boy, held his head face down in 
water in a ditch until he was dead. 
She did it, she said, because sne 
felt an urge to kill somebody, to 
drown somebody. Do you believe 
that was not of the Devil? Do 
you believe there was not a per- 
sonal evil spirit that led her? If 
there is an holy God, if there is 
a good Holy Spirit, if the spirit 
of angels are around about us, 
then we may be sure that evil 
spirits, too, are around us and that 
many men are led to their ruin 
by them. Insane rages, drunken- 
ness, every kind of lust, every 
kind of anger, dope habits, liquor 
habits, gambling crazes and such 
matters—these things must sure- 
ly often be wrought by the in- 
dwelling demons who possess peo- 
ple. There is no shadow of doubt 
but that in the case of many in- 
sane people the unbalance of their 
minds means that they are pos- 


sessed with evil spirits. 


So this man is a sample case. 
Whether we know it or not, the 
most modern and kindly, the best 
educated and best trained man or 
woman, if he or she be unsaved, 
is in the hands of the evil enemy 
of our souls. Such a person is 
under the influence of Satan him- 
self. Whether he has individual 
demonic possession such as took 
place in Bible times, I do ‘not 
know, But if he is not converted, 
if he is not God’s own child, he 
is a child of the Devil. 

Here is a man who “ware no 
Clothes, neither abode in any 
house.” I would sometimes like 
to take time to talk to you about 
the Bible and _ clothes. When 
Adam and Eve sinned and were 
cast out of the garden they were 
then conscious that they were 
naked. They were ashamed and 
they made themselves aprons of 
fig leaves. Then God made them 
coats of skins to cover their nak- 
edness and made it clear to man 
that from that time on people 
Should cover their bodies with 
clothes. He made it clear that 
one should not uncover the naked- 
nes of his father or his mother 
or his sister or his brother, as the 
case might be. God wants us to 
wear clothes as a type and as a 
sign of our own nakedness before 
God and our sinful nature. How 
we do need the covering mercy of 
Christ’s own righteousness! 

So i say that as a sign of his 
wickedness, as a’ sign of his demon 
possession, this man was without 
any clothes, was naked. And in 
the roaring anger and the wild 
destructive moods that came up- 
on him as he was possessed with 
these devils, he lived alone and 
cut himself on the rocks. His 
weird howls and screams made 
the countryside fear him. He 
could not be. bound with chains. 
With demonic powers he would 
break the chains and ropes with 
which the people tried to bind 
him. He would break out of cages 
or cells or imprisonments. Oh, I 
say, this man is a sample case of 
a man possessed with devils, a 
man led into sin. And Jesus came 
and sought him. 

“When he saw Jesus, he cried 
out, and fell down before him, 
and with a loud voice said, What 
have I to do with thee, Jesus, 
thou Son of God most high? I be- 
seech thee, torment. me not.” Jesus

spirit in him spoke to Jesus. He 
said, ‘I know You, Jesus.’ The

Don’t send 
us on to the torment that is 
properly due us fallen spirits. 
Here are some hogs; let us get 
into these hogs.’ And Jesus al- 
lowed them. 

I do not know why He allowed 
them. Perhaps it was that be- 
cause of men’s sins we need temp- 
tations and  trialg, Maybe He 
wanted the people to know that 
hogs are not as important 4s 
men. Maybe Jesus wanted this 
to be a sign as to whether they 
would receive Him and listen to 
Him—these people of that coun- 


try. So He let the evil spirits go 
into the hogs. Some two thou- 
ands, we are told in another 


place, ran down a steep place in- 
to the sea and were drowned, be- 
cause Jesus had come and let 
these evil spirits go into them. 

“Somebody, says,. “That was ter- 
rible.” I am not so much con- 
cerned about that. Everybody in 
that country had dinner that night 
just the same. and breakfast the 
next morning. That was not 
important if we had. a= great 
spiritual lesson. 

‘You know, all over this country 
people are more concerned about 
hogs than they are about men, 
are more concerned abouf’ jobs 
than they are about souls. They 
are more concerned about physical 
prosperity than they are about the 
poor. Somebody says, “But if 
you prohibit liquor, if you do not 
allow us to sel] wine and beer, if 
you stop the night clubs or other 
wicked places somebody will be 
out of a job and we will ndt make 
as much money.” Why, you 
preachers—Goqd bless you preach- 
ers. I am a preacher and I am 
a friend of preachers. Thank God 
for these honest men of God! But 
you preachers, if you want to find 
out whether or not you are getting 
anywhere, crack down on some 
of the sins that people make 
money out cf. If you are so 
successful in preaching against 
liquor that people lose trade and 
somebody goes busted in business, 
then you will find out whether or 
not you are ,zetting anywhere. Oh, 
I treasure the time when a man 
came to me and said, “You owe 
me $300.00.” 

I said, “Why in the world is 
that ?” 

He said, “I’ve lost that much 
money since you started that big 
revival meeting in town. People 
go to hear you preach instead of 
going to my picture show.” 

When you begin to get people 
in the pocketbook, that is when 
they really oppose you. Get people 
to stop drinking and live sober and 
take care of their families, and 
instead of people loving you, the 
crowd who want to make money 
out of the souls of men, who want 
to make money by making 
drunkards and paupers and 
havlots, that crowd will oppose 
the gospel. 

You remember how Paul and 
Siias won that poor Devil-pos- 
sessed girl to Christ, got her 
saved, got the evil spirit cast out, 
as we are told in Acts, chapter 16. 
After she was converted and would 
tell no wicked fortunes, would be 
no more the pawn of these wicked 
men, then they. caught Paul and | 
Silas and lied on them, put them 
in jail and beat them up. All 
right you are to look for trouble 
when you get into people’s nogs. 

Those people ought to have been 
saying, “That poor man! _ Oh, his 
wife and children! If he could 
oniy be put back where he could 
have an honest job and live at 
home! Like a wild beast he is 
out there with no clothes. on, 
living in the tombs. His screams 
make the night hideous, People

it is awful to utter them, it is 
more awful to demand that they 
should be stated. It is more awful 
to be the sinner. Your drinking 
and your gambling must go, your 
pride, your. selfishness, your 
meanness, your bad temper, your 
un-Christlikeness must go. Slay to 
the death your love of pleasure, 
your love of show, your love of 
appearing more than you are. God 
waats you to be as sweet and as 
lovely and as transparent as the 
breath of heaven’s own morning. 
That is God’s purpose. Slay to 
the death. 

And if some of you are to do 
that, you must disgorge what you 
have in your pocket, for some of 
you are living on that which be- 
longs to other people. Some of 
you are in offices you have no 
right to hold. Some of you are 
living a double life, and slaying to 
the death means uncovering, con- 
fession, coming out and being true 
at whatever cost, and slaying to 
th: death. Do you mean to face 
it? It is not singing hymns and 
going to church and saying a few 
prayers and then living as you 
like. That is blasphemy, that is 
mockery. Obedience—a _ tremen- 
dous word—obedience is. better 
than sacrifice. There is some- 
thing better than communion. 
There is something better than 
going to church, there is some- 
thing better than walking down 
the aisle on Sunday morning very 
circumspectly and giving the im- 
pression that you are a_- saint. 
There is such a thing as doing 
right—tthat is religion. It is not 
in silk hats and frock coats and 
beautiful dresses, it is not going 
to church parade and making the 
thing a show; that is humbug and 
cant in the eyes of people who 
make no profession at all. It is 
being Christlike that tells for 
time and eternity. 


Obedience is a divine command. 
Some of you will have to decide 
tonight. You will decide between 
the oxen, the sheep, Agag the 
Amalekite, the world, the flesh, 
the devil on the one hand, and 
Jesus and suffering, the cross 
and heaven on the other. Which 
shall it be? You have to decide. 
This man, Saul, decided for the 
oxen and the sheep. He lost a 
crown, he lost a kingdom, and he 
lost God. The kingdom and the 
crown would not have been much, 
but to lose God, that is hell, If 
you have God you can afford to 
lose a good deal, but to lose all 
and God, that is hell enough. May 
God save you from losing Him! 
Whicrk will you have? 


Genuine Repentance Leads 
to Restitution When 
Possible 

I was trying’ to preach on this 
truth a few years ago, and at the 
close of the inquiry meeting the 
wife of one of the ministers came 
to see me. She said, “There is 
a young lady there wants to speak 
to you; she refuses to go away. 
Nobody seems to be able to help 
her; she will speak to the 
preacher.” I said, “I will go with 
you,’”’ and we went into the room. 
I went to the other end of the 
room and spoke to this poor thing. 

She said, “Sir, I want to con- 
fess an awful sin. Tama mother, 
and I fathered my child on an 
innocent man. He was a student 
in one of the theological colleges 
Studying for the ministry, and I 
blighted his life as well as branded 
him. I took him through three 
courts and won my case, but I 
have a bit of hell inside. He was 
dismissed and disgraced, and he is 
as innocent as you are. What am 
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I ta do?” 

“Do?” I said; “do right.” 

She said, “I have no peace.” 

“And you never will have peace,”’ 
I said. “In this world you may 
have pardon on condition, but 
there is no such thing as peace 
for you, for you will never for- 
give yourself that wrong.” I would 
not snare her. I had to be faith- 


-ful in order to save her. I said— 


“You must take off that brand 
as publicly as you put it on—just 
as publicly.” 

“Oh, sir!” sne said, “he will send 

me to prison. 
I said, “If it means prison, and 
you go to prison, you will go with 
the consciousness that you made 
an honest attempt to undo the 
wrong, but for you the way to 
Heaven is via that confession, and 
there is no such thing as joy or 
peace in God for you without tak- 
ing up your cross,” 

I shall never forget the effect 
my words made on that poor thing.” 
She bent, she collapsed, and my 


heart ached for ner. Yet I dare not 
heal the hurt of that poor thing 


slightly, nor cry “Peace” falsely. 
I had to be faithful, and as I knelt 
beside her I said— 


“When you are willing as far 
as lies in your power to undo the 
wrong, God will help you, and He 
will not forsake you.” 


Presently she bit her lip till 
it bled, and, clasping the chair in 
front of her, she said, “O God, I 
will do it if it means prison.” 

It was not an easy path for 
that poor thing, but she walked 
it bravely. She went back to the 
court—and I am speaking of what 
was in all the London papers— 
she went back to the court, and 
had the court revise the whole 
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case, and in that crowded court 
she said, when they asked her 
why she made this confession, 
“Because I gave my heart to God, 


and I had to take this course to 
clear my conscience of its guilt.” 

Her confession relieved her own 
heart of its burden, cleared an 
innocent man, and made an im- 
pression on that city which is felt 
today. The only path of peace is 
the path of righteousness. 

Slay utterly, put away the evil 
thing, obey God. Put Him in His 
right place, and the joy and peace 
will come. 


Will you do it now? You will 
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obey His Word or reject it. 

Which will you do? Saul re- 
jected and lost a kingdom. If you 
are not careful you may lose your 
soul,
